JOBLESS NO AID 
AT PHILA, MEET 


Plumbers Helper Makes 
Only Militant Speech 


(Special to The Daily Worker) 

PH'LADELPHIA, Jan. 80.— A con- 
ference on How to Organize the Un- 
organized” opened here yesterday 
afternoon at the Labor Institute, 
under the joint auspices of the Labor 
College Philadelphia and the Cen- 
tral Labor Union. The first session 
was opened by Israel Mufson, secre- 
tary of the labor college, who dis- 
cussed briefly the proportions of the 
task of organizing the millions of un- 
organized workers, and intpéduced 
the chairman of the session,/ Joseph 
Richie, representative of Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor. Richie in- 
troduced Joseph White, organizer of 
the United Textile Workers of Amer- 
ica, as the first speaker, who was 
expected to deliver the keynote ad 
dress of the conference. ' 

Worries About Employers. 

White, one of the favorites of the 

official machine of the United Textile 


‘Workers’ Unien, devoted most of his 
time to lecturing workers on their 
“duty” to the employers. “No worker 
should ever forget that he ewes some- 
thing to the boss; a good day’s work: 
for his wages,” declared White. While 
he offered no solution for the organi- 
zation of the unorganized problem, he 
did mention the fact that wage .cuts 
in the industry, such as are now of 
frequent occurrence, sometimes aided 
the organizers in their work. In dis- 
cussing unemployment he said that 
those workers who do good work are 
entitled to jobs and that those who 
are just holding jobs and not con- 
tributing a fair day’s work to indus- 
try should get out and make room 
for other who can do a good day’s 
work, 

No one arose to refute such dirty 
sermonizing and point to the fact 
that such a policy aided the employ- 
ers in their efforts to select only the 
most efficient slaves. White offered 
no suggestions regarding the future 
of the discarded workers in industry, 

“Stabilizing Industry.” 

Louis Fowler, business agent of 
Electrical Workers’ Union No. 98, 
warned the workers that they were 
spending money too fast, that the 


war prosperity had made them ex- 


eessively extravagant, and that they 
must realize that such conditions can- 
not continue forever favorable to them 
and that henceforth they must prac- 
tice thrift and abjure extravagant 
living. He declared that it was es- 
sential for the unions to strive to 
bring about stabilization in the in- 
dustry and boasted of the fact that 
a few days ago one of the biggest 
electrical contractors in Philadelphia 
asserted publicly that the: Electrical 
Workers’ Union was the most effec- 
tive force for stabilization in the in- 
dustry. Discussing the introduction 
of “giant power” Fowler said that 
the international president of the 
Brotherhood of Electrical Workers is 
a member of the federal giant power 
commission and that he is contribut- 
ing as best he can to the solution of 
the problems arising out of the in- 
troduction of super-power systems 
throughout the country. He also 
boasted of the educational policies of 
the union which devotes much time to 
teaching its members how to splice 
cables for transmission of high volt- 
age.

A compilation by the department of 
economics of Prince:on university 
shows 82 labor banks in October, 1927, 
compared with 83 in July, 1924, while 
their total resources now stand 
$117,436,344. 

Labor banks started as a race of pig- 
mies in a world of ca 
giants and they have survived by serv- 
ing the purposes of the community of 
giants and opera.ing along strictly 
capitalist lines. The giants continue 
to grow bigger and more powerful at 
a rate which dwarfs the growth of 
the labor banks. Between Dec. 31, 
1926 and the same date 1927 the re- 
sources of the National Ci.y Bank of 
New York increased from $1,394,389,- 
890 to $1,682,802,851, a gain of $288,- 
412,961. 

The mere expansion of this great 
Rockefeller-Kuhn-Loeb bank in a Au- 
gle year was more than double the en- 
tire resources of the country’s 32 
labor banks.

EADS of the American Federation 
of Labor and big business execu- 
Lives are working hand in hand,” said 
Vice President Matthew Woll to a re- 
porter of the Rocky Mountain News 
in Denver, on his way home from the 
Los Angeles convention in October.

»fficers to enforce the order. Air- 
planes manned by national guardsmen 
were hovering over the miners’ picket 
lines as Woll spoke. 


Officialdom Apart from Class 
Struggle. 

This is only one glaring instance 

of the remarkable and witlening gulf 


zle of American labor and the acts, 
utterances and policy of American la- 
or officialdom. It could be dupli- 
ated a thousand times. 

Reporting to the Forty-Seventh an- 
.ual convention in Los Angeles, the 
executive council of the American 
“ederation of 9g ey compelled to 
dmit that, in 1924: Representatives 
vf the A. F. of L. appeared before the 
resolutions Committee of both con- 
ventions (republican and democratic 
parties—W. F. D.) and urged that 
certain declarations be made in their 
platform, Both parties ignored the 
plea of labor.” 


A. F. of L. and LaFollette Campaign. 


In 1924, labor officialdom, for the 
most part, supported the candidacy oi 
LaFollette. But this movement was 
mass resentment 
aroused by the open action of the gov- 
ernment against the railway unions in 
che shop craft strike of 1922, the open 
shop drive on the labor movement as 
a whole, the impoverishment of hun- 
dreds of thousands of farmers and the 
widespread unemployment which were 
che concrete results for the masses of 
che Harding program of “back to nor- 
malcy.” 

Jureaucracy and Labor Party Move- 

ment. 

The A. F. of L. Executive Council 
itself never had any intention of al- 
owing a labor party or even a third 
party movement to develop. Imme- 
diately after the LaFollette campaign, 
at its next convention, it went back 
co the old non-partisan program—sup- 
port of the candidates on the tickets 
of the big capitalist parties. 

How Officials View Class Struggle. 

That is its program today. Labor 
officialdom is tied with a thousand 
strings to the democratic and republi- 
can parties. It finds in this alliance 
the logical expression of its theory 
that there are no classes in the United 
States—only people, some of whom 
are rich and some of whom are poor, 
some of whom must labor af various 
trades, some of whom “perform use- 
ful service” by being businessmen, 
lawyers, etc., but all of whom are 
members with equal privileges of the 
great American family.

Strength of Labor Movement 
Decreases. 


In the three years that have elapsed 
since the last presidential election, the 
strength of the labor movement has 
been decreasing—relatively compared 
to that of American capitalism, and 
absolutely as compared with its pre- 
vious position, 

No Labor Representative in Congress. 

In not a single legislature, in con- 
gress or in the senate, is there a rep- 
resentative of labor, a man or woman 
whose first allegiance is to the labor 
Ber- 
ger, socialist party congressman, and 
the still more doubtful exception of 
Henrik Shipstead, senator from Min- 
nesota, elected on the farmer-labor 
ticket, there is in these bodies no one 
whose first 


is not to the 
parties of capitalism. 


Injunctions Against Labor. 

In the last three years, the state 
and federal courts have worked over- 
time to hamstring the labor move- 
ment. Injunction has followed in- 
junction and supreme court decision 
has followed supreme court decision 
until what was formerly the most 
powerful union.in the American Fed- 
eration of Labor and one of the most 
powerful in the world—the United 
Mine Workers—finds itself outlawed 
by injunction in the state of West 
Virginia. 

In Pennsylvania, the injunction se- 
cured by the Pittsburgh Terminal 
Coal Company as does the supreme 
court decision in the West Virginia 
case, establishes a precedent for the 
zutlawing of all strikes which affect 
articles of interstate commerce—a de- 
cision so sweeping and sinister in its 
significance that the official labor 
leadership has not yet dared to tell 
the membership what it actually 
means. 

The Bedford Cut Stone Company 
decision outlaws action by unions 
against unfair corporations and 
makes it a criminal offense to refuse 
to work on or with products pro- 
duced under non-union conditions. 
Trade Union Movement Has No Party 

The Ameri trade union move- 
ment has no political party of its own. 
It cannot,-- therefore, mobilize its 
forces in elections-to make the most 
of its strength against the bosses nor 
can it carry on a consistent political 
struggle the year round. 

The labor movement is at the mercy 
of Wall Street’s parties. It is hard to 
find a better description of the reac- 
tionary futility of the presgnt policy 
| than is contained in the report of 
the Executive Council of the recent 
convention under the head of “Non- 
Partisan Political Policy.” It says: 

Non-Partisan Policy. - 

“While the American Federation 
of Labor may regard one or more 
candidates for the presidency as ac- 
ceptable, it does not advocate the 
nomination of any particular per- 
son. Its first concern is in the 
adoption of platforms that will 
pledge the parties to enact legisla- 
tion that will be of benefit to labor 
and the people. It is then the duty 
of the wage-earners and their
